(CONSIDER THE PIANO PROBLEM. 


Manufacturers State Their Case to a Com- 
mittee Appointed to Investigate. 
About fifteen piano manufacturers, who 
have remained loyal tothe Exposition, gath- 
ered at Jackson Park yesterday and stated 
their case before the special committee of the 
commission which was appointed to in- 
vestigate the piano situation. New York 
and Chicago houses were represented and all 
were against permittmg the manufacturers 
who withdrew from exhibiting their instru- 
ments in the piano section or perinitting their 
use in Music Hall. President Paimer’s com- 
mittee took no final action, but it leaked out 
that it would recommend that the instruments 
to be used in Music Hall be of 
the same brand as those . exhibited in 
the Liberal Arts Department. The con- 
troversy also came up in the meeting 
of the Executive committee of the local board. 
There were some vigorous speeches, and 
finally a special committee consisting of 
Ferdinand W. Peck, Charles L. Hutchinson, 
and Henry B. Stone was appointed to confer 
with Director-General Davis and take such ac- 
tion as seemed necessary in the matter. The 
Director-General has already gone on record. 
The Council of Administration has done the 
same, both being against admission of 

Paderewski’s favorite instrument. 


HISTORIC BOAT FOR THE fAIR, 


Seraphis, Sunk in 1812, to Be Raised and 
Sent to Chicago. 
Md., April 27.— [Special. I The 
hull of the historie gun boat Seraphis, the flag- 
ship of Commodore Barney’s flotilla in the 
war of 1812, has been located in she bottom of 
the Patuxent River at its opening into Chesa- 
peake Bay. The old boat will be raised at the 
expense of the Washington Historical society 
aud several patriotie Marylanders and sent to 
the Worid's Fair. A diver has been over the 
sunken boat and elthough it has been sunk 
for seventy-nine years itis sound enough to 
be raised. The boat is seventy-three feet long

Henry J. Taylor, the as- 
signee, said: Mr. Haakinson has been in- 
volved for some time, but until this morning 
had no intention of making an assignment, 
for the reason that ‘he has assets more than 
sufficient to meet his liabilities. Some of his 
creditors threatened to attach · today, though, 
and he was forced to assign to protect the in- 
terests of ali creditors and of himself. There 
was no need of pressing him and none why he 
should assign.

They Say Carlisle Must Get Out of the Hole 
Himself. 

Barrmone, Md., Avril 27. |Special. ]~The 
Presidents of the banks belonging to the Bal- 
timore Ciearmg-House had a conference today 
and decided to take ro concerted action 
toward supplying the Treasury -with gold.

It is a 
part of our reserve for the protection of our 
depositurs and for the assistance of our 
patrons. There is a business way to face this 
question, and if the Treasury officials don’t 
know it jet them resign, and their places will 
be filled by capable men who will adopt the

Gen. McArthur Had Just Entered 
and Spoken to Him. 


ESTIMATES OF HIS WORTH. 


Comrades ‘Who Fought with and 


Against Him Talk. 


AS A COUNSELOR AND ORATOR. 


William C. Goudy died yesterday morning 
about 11 o’clock in his office in the general 
offices of the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road company. Mr. Goudy was regarded as 
one of the ablest members of the Chicago bar, 
and was one of the best known lawyers in this 
country. He was also a prominent Demo- 
eratie politician of a high order, and a man of 
national reputation. 

Mr. Goudy died at his desk, and apparently 
was not anticipating the summons. He en- 
tered his office in the morning a little after 19:30 
o'clock and, walking through the reception 

room, entered his private office. After open- 
ing the desk he walked out into the library to 
gee the stenographer, Miss Littlefield. Not 
‘finding her at her desk he returned to his

Storey claimed that at the time these wills 
were made he was incapable of devising prop- 
erty ur making a legal will. Mr. Goudy was 
chief counsel for Mrs. Storey. The case was 
decided by Judge Knickerbocker against the 
wills; it was appealed to Judge Rogers 
court, who sustained the wills; the case went 
to the Appelate Court, which court affirmed 
Judge Rogers’ decision; then the case went 
to the Supreme Court, which court reversed 
the decision of the Appelate Court and the dé- 
cision of Judge Rogers. If there is anywhere 
in the domain of litigation anything that 
looks like a technicality that escaped the 
searching eye of Goudy such an event is not 


known to any livmg man. In this case 
Goudy’s fee was $385,000, which was paid to 
him by the heirs.

of his brother-in-law was taken to him. 

** My brother-in-law’s death will be a shock 
to all mem bers of the bar, said Mr. Judd in 
speaking of the deceased lawyer. It is a 
serious blow to me, for he was like a brother 
in fact instead of inlaw. Mr. Goudy married 
my sister in 1849 at Lewiston, III. In 1853 I 
was called to that place by a telegram an- 
nouncing illness of my father, who was 
then visiting Mr. Goudy’s family at Lewiston. 
At that time Mr. Goudy induced me to leave 
Syracuse, where. I resided, and join him in the 
practice of law at Lewiston. @ were part- 
ners and continued as associates until O 
ber, 1859, when he came to Chicago.

*Washington than any Western lawyer who 
practiced before the Supreme Court. He was. 


one of the leading practitioners before that 
body and the members of the court held his 
abilities in profound respect. In that forum 
he met the great legal minds of the country, 
and it is noteworthy that the cases be had won 
in the lower courte were rarely reversed. He 
was tenacious in the highest degree and noth- 
ing ever disconcerted hia argument. Justice 
Samuel F. Miller during lifetime had 
great admiration for Mr. Goudy’s reasoning 
powers and delighted in his processes of ab- 
straction. The graces of ora were dis- 
dained by Mr. Goddy, but the

Bank failure Roscoe Conkifig was of the op- 
posing counsel. Conkling had never met Mr. 
Goudy at the bar and at the beginning of the 
Chicago lawyer’s argument he affected that 
indifference which he showed his opponents in 
Sanatorial debate.

His Education, Early Experiences,* and 
. Successes at the Bar. 

William C. Goudy was born in Indiana May 
15, 1824. He came from a mixture of Scotch- 
Irish and English stock. His father was a 
native of Ireland, where some of the family 
still live, but for several generations some 
branches of the same family have lived in Scot- 
land. His mother was a native of Pennsyl- 
vania of English descent. At the time of his 
birth Mr. Goudy’s parents were in 
hun. bie circumstances. His father was a car- 
penter, but later on became interested in the 
printing and bookbinding business in Indian- 


-apolis. Then he moved to Ilhnois, settling 


first at Vandalia, then at Springfield, and 
afterwards at Jacksonville.

Goudy moved to Chicago, where in 1862 he 
was an unsuccessful candidate for the Senate 
of the United States to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Mr. Douglas, being defeated 
by William a. Richardson. In January, 1886, the 
Chicago and Northwestern Railway company 
secured Mr. Goudy as its general counsel, and 
ition ever since. 
He was also at the time of his death a member 
of, the iaw firm of Goudy, Green & Goudy, 
and the controlling spirit of its “ practice. 

Mr. Goudy was married in 1849 to Miss 
Helen Judd, sister of Mr. S. Cornmg Judd, 
They have two children, William Judd Goudy 
and Clara, now Mrs. Ira J. Geer. The son 
was married to Carolyn Walker, daughter of 
the late Samuel J. Walker. 

Mr. Goudy had an extensive practice, and 
an examination of the Illinois. Supreme Court 
reports shows he argued his first case in that 
court in 1855. Since that time over 150 vol- 
unfes of these reports have been issued, and 
Mr. Goudy’s name appears as counsel inevery 
volume. In the higher courts of other West- 
ern States and in the Supreme Court of the 
United States can be found a record of his 
connection for the last forty years with many 
important cases. 

In Some Celebrated Cases. 

Amond the celebrated cases with which Mr. 
Goudy has been connected was the Munn 
case, which was carried to the Supreme Court 
of the United States and argued there by him. 
In this case it was ultimateiy established that 
the State had power through its Legislature to 
fix maximum rates to be charged by ware- 
houses, railways, and other corporations or 
persons whose business was of a character 
respecting the public interest. Another nota- 
ble case involving ap important question of 


constitutional law was the Bowman case, re- 


arding the importing of intoxicating liquors 
— "lous The Supreme Court held that. a 
statute which prohibited railways from bring- 
ing intoxicating liquors into a State was in 
conflict with the commercial clause of the 
Constitution of the United States. 

Still another case in which Mr. Goudy was 
counsel was the litigation over the Kingsbury 
property in Chicago, which included tne Ash- 
land Block. This suit was carried through 
the Illinois courts and was finally decided by 
the Supreme Court of the United States in 
May, 1890, in favor of Mr. Goudy’s client, 
Gov. Buckner of Kentucky. This property 
had been bought in 1833 by Maj.

“It isa singular thing,” said Eugene J.

For 
instance, in the Charente district the yield of 
their famous brandy fell from 18,000,000 to 
800,000. These vineyards have been replanted 
with American vines and are now regaining 
their old vigor.“ 


Theodore Levy of Hamburg, Germany, put 
his name on the Richelieu register yesterday 
afternoon and, looking down Michigan boule- 
vard, asked where were the dirty streets he 
had heard so much about in Europe and the 
East. Mr. Levy is a Hamburg business-man, 
and said that 22 might dismiss any pos- 
sible fears about cholera coming this year 
from the great Free City. He said that Ham- 
burg had contained no trace of cholera in six 
months and was at present in as good a sani- 
tary condition as any other European city.

That is the opinion of John C. Richberg, 
Washingt: Hesing, and Christoph Hotz, 
who hay» served on the Board of Education, 
and thus can form intelligent opinions on the 
subject. Mr. Halle and his friends then will 
do v to let matters rest in the position they 
were loft by the meeting of Wednesday. Any 
attempt to disturb that decision will have the 
effect of stirring up again an agitation for the 
abolition of German in the mmer as well 
as in the primary grades.

WORK OF INSTALLATION AT THE FAIR. 

The report of Director-General Davis to 
the National Commission contains an official 
statement of the progress that has been 
matie in the work of installation at the Fair. 
Considering the extraordinary obstacles 
which have stood in the way of this work the 
report is of a gratifying. character. The 
foreigners were the first to forward their ex- 
hibits, domestic exhibiterg not making their 
appearance uutil the middle of March, with 
the not unnatural result of an immense ac- 
cumulation of cars. But notwithstanding this 
and the additional fact that the buildings 
were not ready to receive exhibits in all their 
parts, owing largely to the unprecedentedly 
severe weather which has been almost con- 
tinuous since March, the exhibits have been 
received and installed with remarkable 
celerity. 

The Director-Generai’s report of the condi- 
tion of the various departments ‘is of an en- 
couragi.g character. The fruit, flower, and 
vine exhibits in the Horticultural Depart- 
ment are quite complete. The only delay 
in this department has been in the installation 
of the nursery. The Department of Fish 
and Fisheries is far advanced, though some of 
the States, owing to the tardiness of their 
Legislatures in making appropriations, will 
not be able to complete their installation be- 
fore the opening. The exhibits in the Depart- 
ment of Mines and Mining Machinery are 
progressing satisfactorily. in the Depart- 
ment of Machinery, notwithstanding appli- 
cations were made for four times the space 
available, the department “‘so far as dealing 
with exhibiters and the assign t of space 
are concerned has been up to in most 
cases ahead of the Centennial at correspond- 
ing periods of time. Manufactures Hall has 
had a hard time of it. There has been great 
delay in the receipt of sketches and accept- 
ances, Notwithstanding it is the biggest 
building in the world there have been 
numerous declinations owing to the dissatis- 
faction of exhibiters with the space allotted. 
The winds, the rains, and the snow have made 
havoc with its roof, which was not intended 
to wrestle with cyclones, avalanches, and 
deluges, ‘and thus progress has been greatly 
impeded, but work is now gomg on satisfac- 
torily, and a few pleasant days will see a re- 
markable advancement, though many ex- 
hibiters arestill holding off, evidently scare] by 
the weather reports.

stows. In no other way while legislation remains 

as it is will it be possible for the city, notwith- 
standing its increasing needs, to add to its ex- 
chequer. There ought to be—it may be hoped 
that foratime at least there will be—complete 
reform in matters of chis kind. The time has 
been when franchises have been given over May- 
ors’ vetoes and the benefiting corporation has 
peid out hundreds of thousands of dollars which 
it has charged to promoting expenses, when all 
these sums should be given not to individuals as 
bribes, but to the city for the general welfare as 
just return for favors granted. 

The full equivalent”’ for the benefits be- 
stewed should not be a petty license fee on 
cars, nor a nominal mileage rental, but a par- 
ticipation in the earnings of the recipient of 
the franchise, so that the revenue of the city 
will grow as his business increases. If Mayor 
Harrison will take this view of the case there 
is reason to believe that he can bring the 
Council into line. If such a precedent is once 
established it will be difficult to go back to the 
old way of giving everything for nothing. 

If those substantial men who are petition-

iam C. Goudy was known as one of the rismg 


Democrats of the State. Abandoning the act. 


ive pursuit of politics at the time of the expi- 
rahon of his term in the Senate and his re- 
moval to this city he became known as one of 


the ablest and safest lawyers in this State. 


His interest in politics never left him and he 


was always a rock-rooted Democrat and an 


influential one, but his time was chiefly de- 


voted to his profession.

The person responsible for these delays and 
snaris is the Governor.

Commissioners to terms 
three months ago. When he has seen any of 
his appointees hesitating to turn out a Repub- 
lican to make room fora Democrat, he has 
forced them to make the change even though 
against the public interest.

TRANSFORMATION DAY AT THE FAIR, 

Yesterday brought a transformation scene 
to visitors at the Fair grounds, and they were 
many. The water,that fell from the skies so 
copiously the previous day. as to cause a sus- 
pension of outdoor labor and helped to cover 
hundred of acres with mud had disappeared. 
Except in a few spots away from the regular 
pathways inside the Fair grounds and the 
slough on Sixty-third street east of the Illi- 
nois Central tracks, for which the municipal 
authorities are responsible, there was nothing 


to suggest a recent rainfall. This fact is not 


more remarkable than it is weleome. -True, 
the sun shone out a little yesterday, and a 
strong wind had swept the park during most 
of Wednesday night, licking up far more 
moisture than could have been absorbed by 
stillevaporation, But the graat causes of the 
change were gravel roads and good drainage. 
The superfluous moisture found its way 
quickly below the surface, and the fact spoke 
volumes in augury of comfort to visitors dur-. 
ing the whole time the Fair is in progress, ex- 
cept fora very brief period following each 
rainfali. The storms of Monday were un- 
usually violent, and the precipitation corre- 
spondingly heavy, and it is more than possi- 
ble the next six months will not bring its equal. 
The buildings stood the storm nobly. It 
would be foolish to suppose there were no 
leaks in any of the roofs, but the quantity of 
water that found its way through ‘them 
Wednesday was insignificant, and the test 
then afforded may prove to be a valuable one 
in exposing the points left erty by the 
repairing processes that followed the storms 
of winter. Itis morally certain that the se- 
vere trials to which they have been subjected 
will be found to have resulted in their bemg 


placed in better sondition than the average of

PERPLEXITIES OF THE WHISKY TRUST. 

The whisky trust, which has had on the 
whole a profitable time of it for a numbgr of 
years, seems to be getting into deep water. 
It is becoming too large and unwieldy anda 
less able to meet outside assaults. Its man- 


agers also committed the gross biunder of at- 


tempting to combine speculations on Wall 
street with the conduct of a great business 


enterprise. 
No matter how great the capital of the 


whisky trust may be there is always in the | 


country more free capital ready at any mo- 
ment to go into the distiilmg business. The 
expenditure for a plant is not great and the 
raw material cannot be monopolized by any 
one concern. While new distilleries have 
only to pay a profit on money actually in- 
vested the whisky trust has been absorbing 


one competing plant after another at prices 
generally in excess ot their real value and has 


much money locked up in property not 
actually in use, until it has to: charge higher 
prices in order to pay the old dividends. 

It is proposed now that it shall saddle itself 
with bonds to the amount of ten or fifteen 
millions in order to buy out the agencies 
through which the trust goods have been dis- 
tributed so that it may do the distributing it- 
self. The reasun for this is that these agencies 
have been playing false. For the purpose of 
securing an illegitimate profit they have 
asked more than the trust directed them to 
and nave thus enabled the independent dis- 
tillers to underbid their competitor. 

If the distributing agencies are given by the 


trust the price they ask they will sell out to it 


of course, and the trust will become its own 
middleman and will know that the prices it 
fixes are not deviated from. But it will have 
to pay the interest on the bonds it may issue 
in addition to the other charges it has to meet 
now and will become all. the more vulnerable 
to outside competition. It will lower its 
prices to kill off that competition. It may 
hurt the other fellows, but it will hurt itself 
more. If its stockholders should be patient 
and stand the losses till the non-trust distillers. 
have been killed off, the moment the trust 
raises its prices so that it may regain what it 
has sacrificed competition will start up again. 
The experiences of other trusts are instruct. 
ive. The oatmeal trust went on buymg the 
coupeting mills, which were eternally being 
started, until it had to abandon what would 
have been a never-ending task. The white 
lead trust tinds itself confronted with a young 
and vigorous rival which does not have to pay 
dividends on so much watered stock and 
which it cannot crush out. The linseed oil 
trust has had enough of the experiment of 
trying to drive outside competitors to the wall 
by lowering prices to an unprofitable point. 
The first thing any one knows the whisky 
trust will fall to pieces of its own weight. 


THIRTY-THREE MILLIONS INVESTED. 
The amount of money: handled by the 
World’s Fair directors for the construction of 


buildings and incidental purposes has been 


stated often, but the last report of Director- 
General Davis contains figures giving also an 
approximate idea of the amount of money 
expended in connection with tne Fair by for- 
eign governments and by American States. 
From these it appears that the total amount 
appropriated for the purposes of the Exposi- 
tion, leaviug out the cost of exhibits and the 
personal expenses of exhibiters, is thirty- 
three and a quarter million dollars. That 
enormous sum has been expended for the in- 
struction and entertainment of the millions 
who will visit the Fair during the next six 
ee The figures are as follows:

They should not have allowed foreign govern- 
ments to outdo them or to show that they had 
a keener appreciation of the commercial 
value of the Exposition. The total amount 
appropriated by State or Territorial Legis- 
latures or raised by popular subscription in 
States which appropriated nothing was 
$6,021,000. It would have been a paying ir- 
vest ment had the amount been doubled. The 
total contributions of the Southern States, 
Delaware included, foot up but $944,000. Texas 
bas given absolutely nothing. ‘Tennessee gave 
but $25,000. One would have imagined that a 
State whose mineral, agricultural, and other 
resources are so vast and so undeveloped 
would have jumped at the opportunity af- 
forded by the Exposition to bring those re- 
sources to the knowledge of the people of the 
North and of Europe.
